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CHAPTER ONE 


JOHANN GEORG DIEDER 


This genealogy has added a generation and, possibly, another in the search of our 
forebears. Because of the alert observation of Milton E. Branthaver the original baptismal 
certificate of Johann Georg Dieder (George Deter) was found in the possession of 
Emma Sollenberger Walker who had kept it with her valued belongings. She is the 
daughter of Joseph Sollenberger who was the fifth child of Martin and Polly Deter 
Sollenberger. She lives with her sister, Anna Bell Sollenberger at 589 Lincoln Way East, 
Chambersburg, Pennsylvania. 


The certificate is now in the custody of Frank Burchfield, a nephew of Emma Walker. 
He lives at 6209 Stone Ham Road, Betheseda, Maryland, a residential area of Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Milton E. Branthaver is also a descendant of Polly Deter Sollenberger since he is a 
grandson of Susan Sollenberger Branthaver who was the fourth child of Martin and 
Polly Deter Sollenberger. He and his father, George Milton Branthaver, are responsible 
for compiling the data on the Polly Deter chapter in the book. Milton lives at 213 S. 
Allison Street, Greencastle, Pennsylvania. 

Milton had the certificate translated from the original German which reads as 
follows: 


“Born by Johann Georg Dieder with his wife as marital helper, Mari Catherine, 
Johann George Dieder, the 26th of December, 1775 at the 11th hour in the night, 
in Delbehaden township, Berks county in the state of Pennsylvania. He received the 
Holy Baptism by Minister Schultz, the 5th of January, 1776. 

Baptismal witnesses: 
Joseph Krenz and his wife Anna Eva. 


God bless your entrance and exit, 
Your plowing and sowing, 
Your morning and evening sacrifice, 
Let the mountains bring you peace and 
the hills rejoice, 
So that your children will grow up as the 
cedar trees of Lebanon. Amen.” 


The verse at the bottom of the certificate was used in the closing prayer of the 
annual meeting of the Continental Congress of the Daughters of the American Revolution 
in Washington, D.C. in 1963. 

Minister Schultz who baptized our George Deter was the father of one John Andrew 
Schultz who was born July, 1775 and became a minister like his father and went on to 
become a governor of Pennsylvania. 


From this certificate we now know that the father of our George Deter was Johann 
Georg Dieder and his mother was Mari Catherine Dieder. It also establishes the fact 
that he was born in Delbehaden township, now known as Tulpehocken, in eek county, 
Pennsylvania on the 26th of December in 1775. 

One of the earliest known records from which we feel we can MOREA begin our 
Deter history is found in ships’ lists of immigrants arriving in Philadelphia. Quoting 
from H. Frank Eshleman’s book: “Swiss and German Pioneers” we find on page 229:

“In the year 1727 the German and Swiss were pouring in so rapidly that the govern- 
ment determined that they should be put under an oath or promise of allegiance. Ship 
Owners were required to make accurate lists of all of these people who came to Pennsyl- 
vania. Many came before 1727 but accurate and reliable information as to just how many 
there were is wanting. The Colonial Records show that in 1727 five ship loads of these 
people came making a total of 1000 persons of whom 270 were male heads of families.” 


These people were in search of religious freedom. Since 600 A.D. they had suffered 
persecution in all parts of Europe but, principally, in Switzerland and the Palatinate 
province of Germany. They received the first measure of protection in Holland and 
came to the New World upon the invitation of William Penn. 


Concerning our possible lineage we find the following: 

1. From the book “Pennsylvania German Pioneers” by Strassburger-Hinke on page 
13 we find Hans Jerg Dieter, (signed name) arriving in Philadelphia, September 30, 
1727 on the ship Molly. 


2. From “Colonial Emigrants of Pennsylvania” we find that Hans George Dieter 
arrived September 30, 1727 in Philadelphia on the ship Molley from Rotterdam. 
3. On page 52 in Kurger’s Index to Rupp’s “Thirty Thousand Names of Pennsyl- 
vania Emigrants” we find Hans George Dieter arriving in Philadelphia on September 30, 
1727 in the ship Molly from Rotterdam with Captain John Hodgesons. In this book 
were listed 70 families from Palatinate province of Germany arriving on this ship. 
Since we have no positive proof that this Hans George Dieter, circa 1700, was the 
father of Johann Georg Dieder, we can only indulge in wishful thinking. However, the 
search goes on and we haven't given up hope. Quoting from the book: “Know Your 
Ancesters,” 
“Fortunately, early American pioneers were a religious people and for the most part 
kept good church records which pre-date vital records by many years.” 
The variations in spelling of Dieder, Dieter, Diter, Diether and Deter are indi- 
cations of careless recording, and lack of formal education on the part of most persons. 
This appears in nearly all genealogical research. In many cases the name was written 
as it sounded to the recorder. | 
Research shows a Johann Georg Dieter living in Opequea, Lancaster county in 1734. 
Church records give the birthdates of three of his children. One son, Johann Georg Dieter, 
born in 1739, is the father of Johann Georg Dieter born in 1775. May we assume that 
the first Johann Georg Dieder was the Dieder who came over in 1727 on the ship 
“Molly”? 
From research in church, county and historical society records we have developed the 
following outline of the family of our George Deter: 
Johann Georg Dieder, circa 1700, was the father of: 
1. Maria, born May 2, 1734, baptized November 5, 1735—sponsors: 
Christopher Schaegel and wife. 

2. Susanna, born September, 1736 and baptized June 5, 1737—-sponsots: 
Jacob Christman and wife. 

3. Johann Georg, born March 9, 1739 and baptized April 29, 1739—sponsors: 
George Bauman and wife. 

4. Magdalena, born August 9, 1743 and baptized September 11, 1743—sponors: 
Gottfried Fiedler, Henry Fiedler and Magdalena Schauer. 

Authority for the above information was from church records of Zion Moselem 
(Little Tulpehocken, Evangelical, Lutheran and Congregational bound together), from 
the records of baptisms of Rev. John Casper Stover in the Berks and Lancaster area, 
Pennsylvania, during the years 1730 to 1799. 
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Johann Georg Dieder (1739) and wife Mari Catherine were the parents of four 
children: Johannes Diter, Anna Marie Diether, Elisabetha Diter and Johann George 
Dieder. 
1. Johannes Diter was born March 26, 1769 and baptized April 9, 1769, parents: 
Johann Georg and Catherine, his wife. 
2. Anna Marie Diether was born April 17, 1771 and baptized May 5, 1771, 
parents: Georg and Catherine, his wife. 
3. Elisabetha Diter was born June 22, 1773 and baptized October 3, 1773, parents: 
Johann George and M. Catherine. 
4. Johann Georg Dieder was born December 12, 1775 and baptized January 5, 
1776 in Delbehaden township, Berks County, Pennsylvania, parents: Johann 
George and Mari Catherine Dieder. 
Authority: for the first three children: Zion Moselem Church, Richmond Township, 
Berks County Historical Society, Reading, Pennsylvania in Volume CR-M-898 on pages 
| 103, 107, 111. The data for Johann Georg Dieder was taken from the original 
certificate. 
Items of interest that may pertain to our family: 


Berks County Courthouse, Reading, Pennsylvania: 
Deeds: Valume 35, page 19, January 11, 1825: Deed of trust is signed by John Dieter 
and wife Catherine, of one part, and Daniel Esterly of Exeter Township, concerning 
rights to certain tracts of land. 
Deeds: Volume B3, page 527, date February 16, 1779: John Dieter of Heidelburg 
Township, Berks County, (yeoman) sells to George Ege of Tulpehocken Township 
for 3,300 pounds land in Tulpehocken Township, consisting of 150 acres. ‘This 
land being part of a larger tract of land which John Dieter purchased June 1, 1743. 
Christ Evangelical Lutheran of Tulpehocken Township, 1743-1851 on page 1, May 12, 
1743 lists the name of John Dieter as one of the first members of this church. 
From the Pennsylvania Archives, Volume 5, page 154, we find: 
George Deiter, private in Captain Michael Wolf's Company, on duty at South 
Amboy, New Jersey, August 26, 1776 with Berks County militia, and on page 225 in 
the same volume it shows this same man in the same company from June, 1780 to July, 
1781. This is the only Dieter shown as being from Berks County, Pennsylvania. 


CHAPTER TWO 


GEORGE DETER 


George Deter (Johann Georg Dieder), the fourth child of Johann Georg and Mari 
Catherine Dieder, was born December 26, 1775 in Delbehaden Township, now known 
as Tulpehocken, in Berks County, Pennsylvania. He was baptized January 5, 1776 in 
the same County by Minister Schultz. All trace of his family has been lost except his 
sister, Elisabeth, who was born in Richmond Township of Berks County, Pa., on June 22, 
1773 and baptized October 3, 1773. She never married and died August 1, 1857. 

Very little is known about the early life of George. He was of German descent and 
it is believed that he lived in Maryland and Adam’s County in Pa. before moving to 
Franklin County in Pa. In 1825 he was listed in Pennsylvania taxables for two cows 
in Guilford Township, Franklin County. Tradition has it that he was a member of the 
Lutheran church, probably the Grindstone Hill Church which was then known as the 
Evangleical Lutheran Grindstone Hill Church. It is believed that his wife was called 
Maria (ma-ri-a) and that her maiden name was Croft and that she was born a Catholic. 
Since she did not raise her family in that faith, the church did not recognize her or her 
family. Consequently, there are no church records of her birth, marriage and death 
although she is buried in the Catholic cemetery in Chambersburg, Pa. 

George died April 21, 1850 at the home of his son, Andrew, and is buried next to 
his sister, Elisabeth, in Grandstone Hill Cemetery which is about seven miles from 
Chambersburg. 

George and Maria Deter were the parents of seven children, two daughters and 
five sons: Martha, George, Polly, Andrew, David Eckford, Elijah and Harry Deter. 


CHAPTER THREE 


MARTHA DETER 


Martha (Mattie) Deter, the oldest child of George and Maria Deter, was born in 
Adams County, Pennsylvania in 1805 and died near Chambersburg, Pennsylvania April 
16, 1854. She was married to Samuel Bocenstose. He was born May 20, 1801 and died 
February 16, 1846. He is buried in Grindstone Hill Cemetery. They were the parents 
of several children. However, we have learnd the names of only four: Samuel, Sarah, 
Martha and Catherine Bocenstose. 
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Samuel Bocenstose was born October 26, 1830 and died of tuberculosis August 6, 
1855. 
Sarah Bocenstose also died of tuberculosis. 
Martha Bocenstose was born June 6, 1833 and died of tuberculosis October 13, 
1850. 
Catherine Bocenstose was born March 8, 1842 near Chambersburg, Pennsylvania 
and died March 6, 1917 at her home in Morrison, Illinois from tuberculosis and 
complications. She was confirmed in the Evangelical Lutheran Grindstone Hill 
Church near her girlhood home on October 28, 1860 by L. M. Henry, pastor 
who married her to Samuel Bonebrake on November 10, 1861. He was born 
March 25, 1838 and died March 20, 1908 of malignancy. He and Catherine are 
both buried in the Grove Hill Cemetery in Morrison, Illinois. Catherine’s parents, 
brothers and sisters died when she was a young girl, but she continued to live in 
the home left to her by her parents. It was a country home comprised of twenty 
acres located not far from her Uncle Andrew’s home. Her Uncle Elijah Deter 
made his home with her until her marriage. In the springtime of 1881 the 
Bonebrake family moved to Morrison, Illinois which is in Whiteside County. 
They continued to live there as long as they lived. Samuel was a tinner by 
trade. Catherine and Samuel were the parents of six children: Harvey Milton, 
Althe Florence, Jeremiah Clayton, Edwin Luther, Frank Lester and Bruce 
Bennet Bonebrake. All the children are buried in Grove Hill Cemetery in 
Morrison, Illinois with the exception of Edwin who is buried at Peoria, Illinois. 
a. Harvey Milton Bonebrake, the oldest son of Samuel and Catherine Bonebrake, 
was born in Franklin County, Pennsylvania January 30, 1864. He was a bridge 
builder by trade. He was married to Martha Gehrmann February 18, 1895 in 

Milwaukee, Wisconsin. She was born in Germany, August 13, 1875 and 

died October 4, 1955. Harvey died May 16, 1943. One son was born to 

them: Robert Harvey Bonebrake. 

1. Robert Harvey Bonebrake was born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin January 21, 
1896 and died in 1953. He married Anna Kester August 29, 1920. She 
was born September 13, 1895. Robert worked for the street car company 
for many years. One son was born to them: Robert Louise Bonebrake. 

a. Robert Louis Bonebrake was born July 4, 1921 in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. He was married there March 13, 1943 to Jennette Pippoly. He 
is a draftsman for an aircraft company, has held positions in Washing- 
ton, D.C., Akron, Ohio and is now in Los Angeles, California. They 
are the parents of four children: Donald Robert, James Michael, 
Cathlien and Jane Holliday Bonebrake. 

1. Donald Robert Bonebrake was born in Washington, D.C. December 
10, 1944.

2. James Michael Bonebrake was born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin 
July 12, 1948.

b. Althe Florence Bonebrake, the second child of Samuel and Catherine Bone- 
brake, was born in Franklin County, Pennsylvania December 1, 1865 and 
died of tuberculosis July 28, 1893 at Morrison, Illinois. She was married to 
Thurston N. Summers. They were childless. He died April 5, 1928, aged 
65 years. 


c. Jeremiah Clayton Bonebrake was born May 18, 1867 in Franklin County, Pa. 
and married Nellie Marshall of Morrison, Illinois in 1896. She was born 
June 14, 1868. He died very suddenly at work in an electric plant in Mor- 
rison, Ill. on August 1, 1910. She later married a Mr. Mickle and they lived 
in Clinton, Iowa. She died October 12, 1947. Jeremiah and Nellie Bone- 
brake were the parents of two daughters: Fay and Mabel Bonebrake. 


1. Fay Bonebrake was born July 21, 1901 in Morrison, Illinois and died in 
Clinton, Iowa, November 4, 1946 of a malignancy. She was married to 
Willard Lee in 1922. He was the County Recorder of Clinton County, 
Iowa. He died July 23, 1961. One child was born to them: Janet Lee. 
a. Janet Lee was born in Clinton, Iowa on May 24, 1934. She was mar- 

ried to Raymond J. Smith August 15, 1954. They are the parents of 
two children: Cheryl Lee and Scott Clark Smith. 

1. Cheryl Lee Smith was born July 6, 1956 in Clinton, Iowa. 

2. Scott Clark Smith was born September 5, 1960 in Clinton, Iowa. 


2. Mabel Bonebrake was born in Morrison, Illinois December 15, 1902. She 
was matried to Orville Mickle in 1925. Orville is the son of her Mother’s 
second husband. He was born May 21, 1906. They live in Clinton, Iowa. 
They have one son: Gerald Mickle. | 
a. Gerald Mickle was born in Clinton, Iowa on May 16, 1938. 

d. Edwin Luther Bonebrake, the fourth child of Samuel and Catherine Bonebrake, 
was born in Franklin County, Pennsylvania on March 27, 1869 and died 
May 20, 1941 following several months’ illness from heart trouble. He was 

married to Minnie Smith of Morrison, Illinois. She was born March, 1865 
and died in May of 1959 at Peoria, Illinois where they had a rooming house 
for a number of years. They were childless. Several years after Edwin’s death 

Minnie married Jake Maynard. 

e. Frank Lester Bonebrake, the fifth child of Samuel and Catherine Bonebrake, 
was born in Franklin County, Pa., December 6, 1872. He died in a nursing 
home near Morrison, July 21, 1945. He was married to Josephine Fletchic 
September 10, 1913. She was born in 1874 and died September 13, 1930. 
They too, were a childless couple. For a number of years Frank was in the 
business of running a cigar store and a pool hall. He enjoyed hunting as a 
sportsman. 

f. Bruce Bennet Bonebrake, the sixth child of Samuel and Catherine, Bonebrake, 
was born in Franklin County, Pa., June 21, 1880. He died following a cere- 
bral hemorrhage, September 26, 1932 at the Morrison Hospital. He was mar- 
ried to Bertha Mason Grace in 1918. They were separated. He clerked in a 
grocery store in Morrison for a number of years.

The 1850 Richland Township, DeKalb Co., Indiana census 
lists George Deter (no, 75) as being age 9 ani having 
been born in Maryland. He was married to Elizabeth, 
age 1, who was born in Pennsylvania. 


His birth year then would have been 1801. The 
compiler, Miss Eunice Jeter, does not recall where she 
obtained the birth date as given in this book nor his 
birthplace of Adams County, Pennsylvania. 


He is buried at the "16 Zion Iutheran Church" near 
Corunna, Indiana. There was no cemetery at the Brethren 
church where he had attended, His daughter and her 
husband also have a marker in the same cemetery.

CHAPTER FOUR 


GEORGE DETER 


George Deter, the second child of George and Maria Deter, was born February 22, 
1806 in Adams County, Pennsylvania and died at his home near Corunna, Richland 
Township, DeKalb County, Indiana in 1864. It is not known when he moved to 
Indiana, but he took up 80 acres of land three miles southeast of Corunna. The land was 
mostly covered with timber. To get the land ready to farm meant a great deal of hard 
work and many hardships. The trees furnished lumber to build his house which burned 
in 1941, on Christmas Eve. The farm is now owned by Douglas and Faye Johnson who 
is a great-granddaughter of George’s wife. 

George was married to Mrs. William (Elisabeth) Bishop Sanders, a widow and 
mother of seven children, four sons and three daughters. George and his wife were af- 
filiated with the Brethren Church. They were the parents of one child: Susanna Deter. 

1. Susanna Deter was born near Corunna, Indiana on March 10, 1851 and died 
January 29, 1906. She married Norris William Friend August 15, 1874. He was 
born July 8, 1855 and died February 5, 1935. They were the parents of seven 
children: Amanda Estella, an unnamed infant daughter, Milo James, Emery 
Milton, John Henry, Pearl Jay and Alda Mae Friend. 

a. Amanda Estella Friend was born December 14, 1874. She was married to 
William Milo Nicholas on May 2, 1897. He was born July 8, 1874 and 
died December 3, 1959. She died on May 3, 1956, one day after their 59th 
wedding anniversary.

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CHAPTER FOUR 


ANDREW DETER 


Andrew Deter, the fourth child of George and Maria Deter, 
lived all his life near Chambersburg, Pennsylvania. 


Andrew Deter, the fourth child of George and Maria Deter, was born in Adam’s 
County, Pennsylvania on September 18, 1809 and died July 25, 1889. By trade he was 
a shoemaker. For some time before his marriage he was a teamster, driving from 
Baltimore, Maryland to Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. Railroads did not connect the towns 
at that time. On April 16, 1840 he was married to Elisabeth Hoover. She was born 
October 24, 1817 and died December 28, 1891. Her father died when she was a young 
girl, perhaps ten or twelve years old. She was raised in the home of her mother’s brother, 
Abram Wingert, who lived near the Fayettsville Pike. Her uncle was a very devout 
Christian man. She said she often watched the teamsters driving by her uncle’s home, 
little thinking that some day one of those teamsters would be her husband. The team- 
sters drove four horses on high wheeled wagons. In the winter time she could hear the 
wheels sing on the ice and snow as they travelled by her uncle’s home. 

The first year of their marriage they lived in Turkey Foot, Pennsylvania, where he 
worked at the shoemaker’s trade. In 1841 Mike Lesher (man of the Mennonite faith) 
asked Andrew to buy his farm of 118 acres. Andrew replied that he did not have the 
money to do so, but Mr. Lesher said that it was not necessary for him to have the money 
at that time. So they made an agreement that whenever Andrew was able to pay fifty 
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dollars or the multiple thereof, that the interest on that amount would cease. The farm 
was purchased under those conditions. This farm home proved to be the birthplace of 
their eleven children. Many were the privations and hardships that were undergone. A 
log house and a log barn were on the place when he took possession. The barn had a 
thatched roof. Andrew started farming with very meager means and equipment. Some 
one gave him an old horse, another gave him an old log chain and also some old horse 
collars. He used to say, laughingly, that they gave him the log chain to drag out the 
horse. In 1859 he built a new barn. The carpenters had cut the logs in the woods to 
be used in the frame work of the barn. They obtained the boards from a sawmill, close 
to where the Mount Alta Sanitorium is now located. On August 13, 1863, the barn was 
struck by lightning and burned to the ground. He received between fourteen and sixteen 
hundred dollars insurance. At that time Andrew said he realized who his friends were. 
People brought gifts of hay and grain. Uncle Peter Bert, from the Slate Hills, brought 
a load of hay and several sacks of seed wheat. A neighbor kept some of the young cattle 
at his place for the winter months, and let them feed from his straw stack. The barn was 
rebuilt that same fall. 


In the fall of 1860, Andrew made a trip west to visit his brother, George and 
family who were living near Corunna, DeKalb County, Indiana. Their brother, Harry, 
had formerly lived in the same vicinity. As my father remembered it, this visit was 
over the time of Lincoln’s election. It is thought that he was called west on account of 
illness. Andrew was a staunch Republican but missed casting his vote for Lincoln by 
being absent from home. 


After the Civil War, either 1866 or 1867, a new house was built. The brick 
were burned on their place the year before the house was built. My father, who was 
then a young boy, hauled all the brick in a cart to the building site. The cart held 300 
brick. Father said they used 46,300 brick in the construction of the house. Joseph 
Wingert, a grandson of Andrew Deter, is the present owner of the Deter homestead. 

Andrew farmed the Beams farm of 150 acres in connection -with his farm. He 
rented it on a half and half basis. In 1878 he bought twenty-one acres and forty-one 
perches from Wertz for $1530.45. It was located a short ways from the home place 
on the opposite side of the road (towards Hade’s church). Twelve acres of this land 
was covered with timber. So they cleared it off and had a sawmill locate there for a 
time and make lumber. He used the lumber from these trees in the buildings that he 
erected on this place. He and his wife spent their latter days in this home. 

Andrew was a man of high moral standing but he never made any profession of 
religion. His wife was of a quiet, unassuming manner and a devout Christian woman. 
She was affiliated with the Brethren in Christ Church. Her husband respected her for 
her loyalty to her Lord. The names of their eleven children were: Anna, Maria, John, 
Margaret, Elisabeth, Amanda, Samuel, Daniel, Susan, Michael and Sarah Deter.

Her chief concern was for the 
well being and salvation of her family. As Christians they were strong and 
staunch, holding to the convictions of that which they believed to be right in 
accordance with the teachings of the Bible. They were the parents of eight chil- 
dren: John, Adam, Esther, Andrew, Eunice, Ezra, Daniel and Ira.

CHAPTER SEVEN 


DAVID ECKFORD DETER 


In the Siskiyou County Historical Society’s museum in Yreka, California there is a 
volume entitled “History of Siskiyou County, California’ by Harry L. Wells, published by 
D. J. Stewart and Co., Oakland, California, 1881. The following biography appears on 
page 209: 

DAVID DETER 

“David Eckford Deter is the son of George and Maria Deter and was born near 
Hanover, Adam’s Co., Pennsylvania, October 17, 1817. His parents were limited in means 
and young David was obliged to look out for himself and to gain a livelihood worked at 
whatever his hands could find to do until 1837 when he emigrated to Wayne County, 
Ohio where in a short time he was united in marriage on the 24th day of December, 1838 
to Susan Zeigler. In 1850 he learned of the rich gold fields of Calif. and on the 25th 
day of March started across the plains behind an ox team in pursuit of a fortune. After 
a good trip he arrived at Hangtown, El Dorado County on the 18th day of August, 1850 
and went at once to mining at Coloma. In this he was not successful and removed to 
another locality and after a few months again moved to Shasta County. Later he began 
mining on Mad Ox Creek which mines he was the discoverer of. From here he moved to 
French Gulch and went on to Yreka. Here he encountered the starvation times, the 
stories of which are too often repeated and sufficiently written of in this volume to re- 
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quire mention here. Suffice it to say, Mr. Deter suffered his share of the privations of 
the time. For some time he was engaged in mining and packing. In 1854 he located on 
the place he now lives on. In 1859 he returned to the States for his family with whom 
he returned to California in 1860. His wife had died in 1848 leaving their children 
while very young. After many years of singledness and after his children had grown up 
and married, Mr. Deter chose a second companion for his declining years. He was married 
on March 23, 1880 to Miss Virginia Wilkinson. In business Mr. Deter has been success- 
ful and now happy and content in the enjoyment of a good, well-kept home. He is quite 
enthusiastic in growing blooded stock of which he has some of the best in the states. In 
1872 he purchased three head at Sacramento which when delivered in Shasta Valley cost 
$1060.00. They were the first blooded stock brought into the valley. On his farms are 
found as good barns as there are in the country. One is 192 feet long, 78 feet wide and 
25 feet high. There are two others 110 feet and 100 feet long, respectively.” 

On page 36 in this book are pictures of David and Virginia Deter as well as a draw- 
ing of his ranch and buildings with this caption: 

“A view of the residence and farm premises of David Deter on his ranch of 800 
acres settled by him in 1854, Little Shasta Valley, California.”

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On page 42 in “Saddle Bags in Siskiyou” by J. Roy Jones, published by the News- 
Journal Print Shop, Yreka, California, in 1953 there is mention of David Deter, quote: 

“Harry L. Wells was compiler and writer of Siskiyou’s County history. An artist 
accompanied Wells to sketch residences and localities of interest. By January 1, 1881 the 
home of David Deter had been sketched.’ Mrs. Hazel Pollock, the curator of the 
Siskiyou County Museum, told us that the reason so few houses and biographies appeared 
in Wells’ book was that the fee of $50.00 and $100.00 was charged for this service. This 
was a high price for those days and many could not afford it. There are only 8 farms 


sketched in the book. 

From the Deter Family History of 1952 we quote: 

“In 1859 David Eckford Deter returned to Ohio for his children and a year later 
returned to California by wagon train. It took six months to make the trip. There were 
sixty wagons in the train of which David was the captain. The Indians gave them a great 
deal of trouble on this trip, but they came safely through. David found that he could 
make agriculture pay as there was good demand for the things he could raise on his land. 
His boys could now do men’s work. As there were no mowing machines in the country, 
they all worked with hand scythes, cutting the hay that was necessary to feed their stock 
during the winter. The Little Shasta valley was covered with good hay if cut at the proper 
time. There were streams and springs for irrigation. David was a good business man as 
well as a good farmer and he prospered.” 


On the following pages you will find a photographic copy of the original letter that 
David Eckford Deter wrote on October 15, 1851 from California to friends back east. 
The exact destination and recipients are unknown. It was in the possession of Susan Deter 
Wingert, mother of Emma (David) Benedict. Emma and her nephew, Joe Wingert, of 
Chambersburg, Pa. decided that the Western cousins should have it. As a result Theodore 
M. Deter of Yreka, California, now has it in his custody. 

David Eckford Deter, the fifth child of George and Maria Croft Deter, was 
born near Hanover, Adams County, Pennsylvania, on October 17, 1817. On the 24th 
day of December, 1838 he was married to Susan Zeigler in Wayne County, Ohio. Susan 
died August 3, 1848 in Sandusky, Ohio. It is believed that their children lived with her 
sister and husband, Mr. and Mrs. Joe Smith, near Corunna, Indiana, while David spent 
nine years relocating in California. David and Susan were the parents of five children: 
Harriet, Abraham Zeigler, Henrietta, George Washington and Isaac Milton Deter. 

On March 23, 1880 David was married to Virginia Ann Wilkinson in Yreka, 
California by Judge Homer Warren. She was the daughter of Liburn and Mary Hicks 
Wilkinson. She was born in Springfield, Lincoln County, Missouri on October 29, 1856. 
She joined the Little Shasta Church February 24, 1889. The Reverend Dinsmore was the 
pastor at the time. David died at his home in Little Shasta on November 20, 1897, aged 
80 years, one month, and 3 days. On December 1, 1899 Virginia married Francis 
Eugene Bosworth, a native of Illinois, but a resident of Fall River Mills, California. They 
were divorced April 7, 1903 in Siskiyou County, Calif. Virginia died June 27, 1910 at 
the age of 53 years, 7 months and 28 days. She and David are buried in the Deter family 
plot in Little Shasta Cemetery. To this union were born four children: Addie May, 
Morris David, Myrtle Rogene and Raymond Wilkinson Deter.

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Davis, and family moved to the farm. Henrietta died January 5, 1922. They are 
both buried in Evergreen Cemetery in Yreka, California. They were the parents 
of seven children: Mary Jane, Hattie, Emma, Nettie, Isaac Shriver, Henry Levi, 
Jr., and Fred J. Davis, Sr.
